To  the  hihabitants  of  the  Town  of  Durham,  i7i  the  County 
of  Strafford,  in  said  State^  qualified  to  vote  in  town 
affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  town  hall  in 
said  Durham  on  Tuesday,  the  fourteenth  day  of  March 
next,  1916,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon 
the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  a  Town  Clerk,  three  Selectmen,  Town 
Treasurer,  Collector  of  Taxes,  two  Auditors,  and  all 
other  necessary  town  ofiBcers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

2.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  make  a  contract 
with  the  Newmarket  Electric  Light  Company  to  light 
the  streets  for  a  term  of  five  years,  and  raise  and  appro- 
priate money  for  the  same. 

3.  To  see  what  sum  of  monev  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  to  pay  necessary  town  charges. 

4.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  the  repairs  of  highways  and  bridges. 

5.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  improvement  of  highways, 
in  accordance  with  an  act  of  the  legislature  of  1905, 
entitled  "An  act  to  provide  State  aid  and  for  the  expen- 
diture of  other  public  moneys  in  the  improvement  of 
the  main  highways  throughout  the  state"  and  to  pass 
any  other  vote  with  reference  thereto. 

6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  furnish  a  bond  for 
the  Tax  Collector,  District  and  Town   Treasurer. 

7.  To  tranact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  the  meeting.

The  following  report  of  the  Hamilton  Smith  Public 
Library  covers  the  year  ennding  February  i,  1916,  and 
the  present  librarianship  since  September,  1915. 

Twenty-five  dollars  appropriated  by  the  town  in  1915 
has  just  been  received,  but  not  yet  expended.

When 
college  is  closed,  the  library  is  open  2  9  o'clock  on 
Wednesdays  and  Saturdays  and  in  the  mornings  for 
reading.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BOARD  FOR  1916. 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Durham  School  District:  — 

We,  the  members  of  the  School  Board  of  Durham, 
have  the  honor  of  submitting  herewith  our  annual  re- 
port, covering  work  done  during  the  past  year,  and  giv- 
ing recommendations  and  estimates  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Schools  have  been  maintained  at  Packers  Falls  and 
Durham  Point  in  addition  to  the  four  schools  in  the  vil- 
lage. The  children  from  the  Mast  Road  district  have 
been  transported  to  the  Village  School  throughout  the 
year  and  the  results  obtained  are  very  satisfactory. 
The  children  have  made  very  marked  improvement  and 
progress  in  their  studies  since  they  have  become  afifilia- 
ted  with  the  Village  school. 

During  the  summer  vacation  the  school  buildings 
were  all  carefully  cleaned  and  the  Village  school  build- 
ing was  painted  one  coat  on  the  outside  and  the  usual 
repairs  and  painting  on  the  inside. 

Owing  to  the  condition  of  the  Village  school  building 
one  coat  of  paint  was  not  sufficient  to  properly  protect 
the  building  and  the  Board  strongly  reccommend  that  a 
second  coat  be  placed  on  the  building  this  year  and  have 
included  an  item  for  same  in  our  estimate. 

The  furniture  for  the  fourth  room  in  the  Village 
school  was  procured  and  installed  and  a  a  fourth  teach- 
er provided.  The  results  of  opening  this  fourth  room 
has  been  ver}'  gratif3'ing  to  both  the  superintendent  and 
members  of  the  school  board  The  schools  are  \  ery 
much  more  efficient  and  the  progress  which  has  been 
made  has  been  far  greater  than  in  any  previous  year. 

Following  the  recommendations  of  the  superintendent, 
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the  seats  in  the  Village  school  were  taken  up  and  re-set 
in  order  to  have  light  come  from  the  left  and  from  the 
back.  The  windows  in  front  being  screened  by  means 
of  dark  green  shades.  The  results  of  this  change  has 
proven  beneficial  to  the  eyes  of  the  children. 

We  wish  to  commend  the  work  of  Mr.  Cotton  as  sup 
erintendent.      His  labors  have  proven  most    satisfsclory 
and  we  believe  that  our  schools  at  the  present  time  are 
being  conducted  at  the  highest  efiiciency  in  the  history 
of  the  district. 

Manual  Training  has  been  given  to  the  boys  and  sew- 
ing to  the  girls  in  the  6th,  yth  and  8th  grades  through- 
out the  year  and  we  believe  that  the  introduction  of 
this  work  into  our  upper  grades  have  proven  most  satis- 
factory and  has  been  a  great  help  to  the  children.  We 
propose  to  continue  both  branches  of  this  work  during 
the  coming  year. 

The  teachers  in  the  gramuiar,  intermediate  and  pri- 
mary grades  in  our  Village  school  have  been  in  charge 
of  the  same  teachers  as  last  year,  w^ho  have  continued 
to  do  most  efficient  w^ork.  The  new  teacher  in  the  sec- 
ond primary  grade  has  also  done  very  satisfactory  work. 
The  teachers  at  Packers  Falls  and  at  Durham  Point 
have  also  been  much  interested  in  their  work  and  have 
increased  the  efficiency  of  the  work  carried  on  at  these 
two  schools.  We  are  in  hopes  to  be  able  to  keep  all  of 
the  teachers  for  another  year. 

Due  to  the  generosity  of  Mrs.  Edith  Onderdonk,  Miss  ^ 
Margaret  Ffrost,  Mrs.  Katherine  D.  Paine,  Mr  James  : 
S.  Chamberlain  and  Mr.  C.  H.  Pettee  it  was  possible  to  i 
install  on  the  Village  school  grounds  two  pieces  of  '■ 
playground  apparatus  as  manufactured  by  the  A.  G.  • 
Spaulding  &  Bros.  These  have  been  very  much  used  : 
and  very  much  appreciated  and  enjoyed  by  the  children. 

The  teachers  in  the  village  school    with    the    help    of    || 
the  pupils  gave  an  entertainment,  the  proceeds  of  which 
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were  devoted  to  the  purchase  of  pictures  for  the  rooms  j 
in  the  lower  grades  and  for  a  football,  basket  ball  and  / 
basket  ball  baskets  to  be  used  on    the    school    grounds,    i 

Owing  to  the  interest    with    which    the    teachers    and 
pupils  manifested  in  thus  providing  for  wholesome  play  I 
the  School  Board  provided    football    goals    and    basket  \ 
ball  goals  on  the  grounds.     These  have  also  been   very 
much  used  and  much  enjoyed  by  the  children. 

Water  has  been  supplied  to  the  children  of  the  Vil- 
lage school  twice  daily  from  the  Onderdonk  deep  well. 
The  sanitary  toilet  articles  have  been  supplied  to  all 
the  schools  in  the  district  throughout  the  year. 

It  is  hoped  that  running  water  may  be  provided  for 
the  Village  school  at  an  early  date  as  this  is  very  much 
needed  for  drinking  purposes  and  sanitary  purposes.

SUPEE,INTENDENT"S  REPORT. 


To  the  Durham  School  Board: — Gentlemen: — 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  there  are  so  many  topics  essen- 
tial for  consideration  in  this  report  it  has  been  necessa- 
ry to  make  statements  as  biiefly  as  posssible  consistent 
with  clearness.  I  shall  be  glad  to  talk  fully  with  pa- 
rents or  citizens,  at  any  time,  upon  matters  which  per- 
tain to  the  schools. 

The  customary  good  attendance  has  held  throughout 
the  year.  The  attendance  last  fall  was  the  best  in  the 
history  of  the  district  for  any  one  term,  while  the  atten- 
dance for  the  whole  of  last  year  equalled  that  of  any 
previous  year. 

The  quality  of  teaching  in  all  the  schools  of  the  town 
this  year  has  been  above  the  average  in  character.  It 
deserves  the  just  commendation  ol  the  school  board. 

The  addition  of  a  fourth  room  and  teacher  for  the 
same  in  accordance  with  your  vote  of  last  year,  has 
resulted  in  the  production  of  the  right  conditions  for 
excellent  work  in  teaching.  It  is  a  much  better  ar- 
rangement than  the  employment  of  an  assistant  to  the 
primary  teacher  would  have  been.  As  facts  worthy  to 
substantiate  the  above  statement  I  would  state  that,  at 
this  writing,  more  ground  has  been  covered  in  the  sub- 
jects of  the  first  two  grades  this  current  school  year  than 
was  covered  by  the  same  two  grades  in  the  whole  of 
last  year.  One  of  the  most  difiScult  problems  which  I 
have  to  contend  with  this  year  is  that  of  keeping  these 
two  grades  properly  supplied  with  reading  and  other 
material  and  at  the  same  time  keep  within  the  appro- 
priation. Assuredly  no  just  criticism  can  be  made  in 
this  particular.    The    results    of    such    an    arrangement 
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have  amply  demonstrated  the  good  judgment  of  the 
board  in  this  matter.  If  one  will  look  at  last  years  ta- 
ble of  enrollment  by  grades  and  compare  it  with  the  en- 
rollment by  grades  of  this  year  it  is  perfectly  apparent 
that  the  distribution  of  the  pupils  by  grade  was  une- 
qual. The  large  number  which  were  in  grades  I  and 
II  have  been  equalized  between  the  two  teachers  in 
such  a  maner  that  we  should  no  longer  have  twenty 
per  cent  of  our  pupils  fail  of  promotion  when  the  aver- 
age for  the  state  is  only  eight  percent.  Another  year 
a  great  gain  over  this  loss  will  be  recorded. 

The  physical  apparatus,  which  was  purchased  by  en- 
thusiastic friends  of  the  school  and  installed  by  you 
about  the  first  of  January  has  been  much  used  by  the 
children.  In  behalf  of  the  teachers  and  the  pupils  I 
wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  you  and  the  loy- 
al ciiizens  who  made  it  possible  to  have  this  apparatus. 
The  apparatus  is  very  valuable  for  the  purpose  of  de- 
veloping the  physical  side  of  the  pupils.  The  children 
have  been  very  happy  in  the  use  of  it. 

Of  the  three  hundred  dollars  appropriated  for  books 
and  supplies  twenty-three  dollars  and  one-half  was  ex- 
pended for  a  set  of  students'  encyclopedias,  adapted  to 
the  grammar  grade,  with  the  approval  of  the  school 
board.  These  books  have  been  used  daily  by  the  pu- 
pils in  the  preparation  of  their  lessons  in  geography 
and  history  as  well  as  for  their  own  information  in  other 
matters.  I  have  personally  found  them  useful  as  they 
contain  many  salient  facts  relative  to  school  work 
which  are  not  found  in  the  other  encyclopedias. 

Much  supplementary  reading  in  geography  and  his- 
tory has  been  done  in  the  grammar  school  with  the 
above  material,  standard  authors  obtained  from  the  lo- 
cal library,  and  a  few  source  books  and  biographies 
purchased  with  the  supply  money.  Children  of  this 
age  naturally  crave    an    opportunity    to    dip    into    wide 
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range  of  subjects  and  activities.  The  additional  stress 
laid  here  has  both  increased  the  interest  in  school  work 
and  served  to  bring  the  treatment  of  the  subjects  nearer 
to  the  methods  employed  in  the  high  school. 

Our  present  school  system  is  based  upon  an  elementa- 
rj'  school  course  of  eight  years  and  a  high  school  course 
of  four  years.  This  system  is  now  regarded  defective,  in 
many  ways,  owing  to  the  bad  adjustments  of  the  child 
to  the  work  at  about  the  fifth  grade.  Our  school  sys- 
tem is  now  organized  upon  the  plan  that  knowledge 
constitutes  the  basis  of  school  work.  The  basis  which 
we  should  organize  our  school  work  upon  is  that  of 
developing,  to  the  full  extent  and  in  the  right  manner, 
those  instincts  and  impulses  which  are  in  the  children 
of  this  age.  Much  of  the  knowledge  which  we  have 
sought  to  impart  may  be  purchased  in  the  form  of  han- 
dy manuals,  dictionaries,  atlases,  trade  papers,  etc.,  in 
better  form  and  more  comprehensively  arranged  for  a 
small  price  than  the  present  methods  of  our  schools 
may  hope  to  develop. 

The  child  longs  for  a  wider  vision  of  the  activities  of 
the  world  and  desires  an  opportunity  to  have  the  whole 
field  of  human  knowledge  in  its  elements  presented  to 
him.  This  calls  for  a  change  in  our  present  curricu- 
lum which  will  give  the  child  the  opportunity  to  branch 
out,  about  the  age  of  twelve,  as  nature  directs  him  to, 
and  idvestigate  a  wide  range  of  subjects. 

Mathematics,  sciences,  foreign  languages,  household 
arts,  manual  training  and  local  industries  should  re- 
ceive their  treatment  at  this  period.  At  this  time  the 
largest  number  of  our  pupils  drop  out  of  school.  Many 
pupils,  also,  find  it  difiicult  to  adapt  themselves  to  the 
wide  difference  which  exists  between  the  high  school 
and  the  grammar  school  as  it  is  now  organized.  A  re- 
arrangement of  the  program  should  result  in  a  better 
articulation  between  the  high  school  and  the    elementa- 
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ry  school.  It  has  already  been  demonstrated,  in  places 
where  the  schools  have  been  reorganized  to  meet  the 
above  and  other  local  conditions,  that  more  pupils  are 
held  in  school  for  a  longer  period  of  time. 

The  plan  is  to  divide  our  grades  into  three  groups  in-  ) 
stead  of  two  as  at  present.  One  group,  the  high  school, 
comprising  the  tenth,  eleventh  and  twelfth  grades  only; 
the  second  group  wnich  is  usually  known  as  the  junior 
high  school,  consisting  of  the  seventh,  eighth  and  ninth 
grades  only;  and  a  third  group  of  schools,  the  elemen- 
tary schools  proper,  comprising  the  schools  of  the  first 
six  grades.  A  new  elementary  state  school  program, 
based  upon  this  plan,  is  already  in  the  hands  of  the 
printer. 

It  is  desirable  that  a  change  of  this  character  should 
not  be  made  abruptly.  In  the  course  ot  two  years  it 
would  be  possible  to  organize  our  elementary  schools 
upon  a  six  year  basis.  At  this  point  it  is  obviously  ap- 
propriate for  the  school  board  to  consider  seriously 
whether  or  not  the  economic  interests  of  the  town  as 
well  as  the  best  interests  of  the  children  might  be  best 
served  by  a  h^gh  school. 

High  schools  are  generally  organized  to  meet  the  lo- 
cal needs  of  the  place  where  the  high  school  is  located. 
If  it  is  a  city  high  school  it  trains  for  city  life.  If  it  is 
a  country  high  school  it  trains  for  country  life.  In  too 
many  cases  we  have  sent  our  children  away  to  be  edu- 
cated for  the  development  of  another  place  when  they 
were  born  and  bred  to  promote  the  development  of  their 
own  resources  of  their  own  town.  In  a  country  high 
school  there  should  be  an  agricultural  course  compris- 
ing industrial  work  for  boys,  the  science  of  farming, 
training  in  mechanics,  etc.,  and  for  the  girls,  general 
industrial  work  coordinate  with  the  science  of  farming, 
and  domestic  science  with  the  other  courses.  In  other 
words  the  state  should   provide    a    system    of  education 
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that  shall  appeal,  through  its  varied  subject  matter,  to 
every  individual.  Not  to  do  so  savors  of  aristocracy 
not  democracy. 

Conditions  of  travel  upon  the  trains  are  frequently 
productive  of  a  species  of  youthful  hysteria  which  is  de- 
structive to  the  normal  growth  of  the  child.  A  local 
high  school  would  not  ot  ly  eliminate  this  but  other 
moral  evils  would  be  placed  under  closer  control. 

Such  a  high  school  should  contribute  toward  the  up- 
building of  community  life  and  the  development  of  the 
farm.  A  high  school  with  courses  based  upon  agricul- 
ture and  domestic  science  and  a  parallel  college  prepar- 
atory course,  should  serve  not  only  this  town  well  but  a 
large  section  of  this  state.  The  income  from  tuitions 
would  offset  the  expense  of  a  plant  and  equipment.  It 
is  highly  probable  that  such  a  high  school  would  not 
only  be  self  supporting  but  a  source  of  revenue  to  the 
town. 

In  the  earlier  grades  much  reading  has  been  done, 
not  only  for  the  purpose  of  expression,  but  for  giving 
the  child  the  power  to  acquire  the  thought  from  the 
printed  page.  Reading  material  has  been  added  as  fast 
as  is  consistent  with  a  proper  choice.  A  demand  for 
more  reading  has  been  created  by  cultivating  the  natur- 
al interest  which  the  child  has  in  reading  much  subject 
matter  in  the  story  form.  Much  pains  and  care  have 
been  exercised  in  the  selection  of  these  texts. 

In  the  middle  grades  while  more  emphasis  has  been 
given  to  expression,  facility  in  rapid  and  accurate  silent 
reading  is  sought.  Tests  in  reading  have  been  con- 
ducted not  for  the  sole  purpose  of  disclosing  the  merit 
of  each  individual  pupil,  but  to  disclose  to  both  teacher 
and  pupil  the  power  the  mind  has  to  grasp  and  retain 
large  quantities  of  reading  matter  in  a  limited  amount 
of  time 

These  tests,  also,  demonstrate  to  the  teacher   the    va- 
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rying  capabilities  of  the  pupils.  They  enable  her  to 
locate  the  children  who  need  individual  attention.  In 
classes  which  are  not  too  large  much  individual  atten- 
tion may  be  given  to  each  child  so  that  the  pupil  of  av- 
erage ability  does  not  receive  all  of  the  teacher's  time, 
but  so  that  a  proper  proportion  of  her  time  may  be  de- 
voted to  the  brighter  pupils  and  to  those  who  are  not  so 
rapid  in  ability. 

In  the  upper  grades  supplementary  reading  has    been 
supplied  which  is    not    over   literary    in    character.     A 
type  of  reading  matter  which   appeals  in  interest  to  the 
pupils  of  this  age  and  which  reflects    the    best    though 
in  literature,  history,  science,  and  art  has  been  selected. 

The  development  of  manual  training  is  necessarily 
much  slower  than  work  in  other  branches.  Last  year 
the  work  was  somewhat  broken  by  the  irregular  attend- 
ance of  a  special  teacher.  Much  interest,  however,  was 
manifested,  and  some  good  projects  were  exhibited  last 
May.  This  year  the  work  has  been  conducted  regular- 
ly by  Miss  Milton,  one  of  our  grade  teachers.  The 
work  is  systematic  and  thorough.  In  the  development 
of  each  project,  the  pupil  is  taught  to  use  proper  tools, 
and  shown  the  proper  use  of  them.  This  spring  the 
exhibits  of  manual  training  and  of  the  sewing  class, 
which -Miss  Pierce  has  conducted,  should  be  praise- 
worthy. 

In  writing,  painstaking  and  careful  work  has  been 
done  by  our  teachers.  The  development  of  a  rational 
method  of  teaching  the  subject  has  been  the  aim.  The 
pupil  is  required  to  make  a  conscious  effort  to  produce 
a  good  style  of  handwriting  at  all  times,  as  well  as  dur- 
ing the  writing  period.  Careful  measurements  were 
made  in  this  subject  twice  last  year.  A  good  amount 
of  improvement  was  apparent. 

Arithmetic  has  been  attacked  from  two  points  of  view. 
Quick  and  accurate  work  in  the  use  of  the  fundamental 
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facts  and  processes,  and  the  development  of  reasoning 
in  connection  with  problems  which  have  utilitarian  val- 
ues. Definite  standards  have  been  established  for  at- 
tainment of  facility  in  the  use  of  fundamental  facts. 
Tests  have  been  made  which  show  where  the  individ- 
ual weaknesses  are  located.  Proper  remedies  are  ap- 
plied to  those  cases  which  require  individual  attention. 
When  a  pupil  has  attained  a  certain  maximum  profi- 
ciency in  the  use  of  fundamentals,  he  is  simply  held  to 
this  standard  and  required  to  devote  a  larger  portion  of 
his  time  to  work  in  the  rational  use  of  number. 

The  teachers  of  our  schools  extended  an  invitation  to 
the  public  to  visit  the  schools  Feb.  9th  In  spite  of  the 
fact  that  it  was  a  stormy  day  there  was  a  large  attend- 
ance of  the  parents.  After  school  closed  the  parents 
and  teachers  met  and  decided  to  organize  a  Parents- 
Teachers'  Association  electing  a  president  pro  tempore 
who  appointed  a  committee  for  the  nomination  of  per- 
manent officials  and  to  draw  a  constitution  and  by-laws 
and  a  committee  to  determin  the  time,  place  and  num- 
ber of  meetings.  Much  enthusiasm  was  shown  by  all 
present  Surely  such  a  community  interest  upon  the 
part  of  the  parents  in  child  wellfare  will  result  in  a  gen- 
eral uplift  of  ideals  and  a  movement  toward  a  better  care 
and  understanding  of  the  child. 

We  appreciate  the  fact  that  it  is  difificult  for  parents  to 
leave  their  household  duties  to  visit  the  schools  in  the 
morning.  It  does  not,  however,  seem  to  the  writer  to 
be  asking  too  much  for  each  parent  to  visit  the  school 
once  a  year  at  a  time  when  there  is  no  special  work. 
Such  a  visit  is  a  sure  means  of  reconciling  the  pedantic 
discussions  in  current  publications  by  a  comparison 
with  the  actual  working  conditions  of  the  schoolroom. 

The  seats  at  the  village  school  have  been  rearranged 
so  that  the  light  comes  from  the  left  and  behind 
the  pupil.     This  avoids  the    cross    lights    and   shadows 
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which  we  formerly  had  and  prevents  direct  rays  of  light 
from  falling  upon  the  retines  of  the  eye  when  it  is 
focussed  upon  school  work-  A  better  distribution  of 
the  light  according  to  the  proper  ratio,  like  the  plan  of 
the  lighting  arrangements  in  the  Mechanical  Engintti- 
ing  building,  is  much  to  be  desired. 

I  wish,  at  this  time,  to  express  my  appreciation  oi  the 
cordial  and  hearty  cooperation  which  has  been  extended 
to  me  by  the  members  of  the  school  board.
